It  is  remarkable  that  any  have  escaped  the  melting  pot,  particularly  in  this  choice  state 
of  preservation. 

The  $50  GOLD  “SLUG”  is  the  “MOST  REPRESENTATIVE  of  the  PRIVATE 
& TERRITORIAL  GOLD  OF  THE  WEST”  as  this  denomination  was  struck  only  in 
California  for  a relatively  short  period  as  a temporary  expedient  to  accomodate  the 
Californians  until  the  establishment  of  a permanent  Branch-Mint  (as  was  done  in  1854).

From  a 1967  sale  at  $1,150;  comparing  values  of  pattern  nickels  then  with  current  prices 
leads  us  to  believe  this  UNIQUE  piece  should  bring  upwards  of  10,000.00. 
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1866  J-512  UNIQUE  PATTERN  NICKEL 


1871- 1866  J-512,  Regular  dies  trial  piece  Struck  In  Steel,  Prooflike  with  Raised  Wire  Edge,  a few 
tiny  carbon  spots.  Judd  says  R8  but  acquired  from  leading  dealer  as  “UNIQUE”! 

From  a comparative  scale  of  what  other  unique  patterns  have  recently  brought,  we  feel 
this  GREAT  RARITY  could  bring  upwards  of  $4,000;  perhaps  5,000.00. 

PATTERN  NICKELS  & THREE-CENTS 

1872-  5c  1866  J-481,  Washington  with  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  above/rcy.  Large  5 in  wreath, 
Etc.,  struck  in  nickel,  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  RARITY  7!  Comparative  desirable  patterns 
seem  to  now  be  close  to  1,000.00. 

1873 - 5c  1866  J-497,  Shield  type  with  ball  dividing  date/regular  die  stars  & bars,  struck  in  nickel, 
BRILLIANT  WIRE  EDGE  PROOF.  RARITY  8!  Surely  worth  a substantial  four-figures. 

1874- 5c  1882  J-1687  Liberty  Head/reverse  regular  “no  cents”  die,  struck  in  nickel,  bluish 
PROOF.  RARITY  7!  Worth  well  into  four-figures. 

1875- 3c  1863  J-322,  Regular  dies  in  aluminum,  PROOF.  Rarity  7!  Now  worth  around  500.00. 

TWO-CENT  1863  TRANSITIONAL  PATTERN  - RARITY  8 

1876- 1863  J-318,  The  design  adopted  in  1864,  struck  in  aluminum,  BRILLIANT  PROOF,  tiny 
carbon  spot.  Judd  indicates  it  as  RARITY  8 (ONLY  2 OR  3 KNOWN!).  Undoubtedly  now 
worth  a few  thousand  dollars. 

PATTERN  CENTS 


1877- 1855  J-167  Flying  Eagle/ONE  CENT  in  laurel  wreath,  Glittering  Red  & Bluish  Prooflike, 
CHOICE!  Rare  thus.  The  last  one  we  saw  was  $600;  this  now  worth? 

1878- 1855  J-167,  Duplicate  in  Extremely  Fine. 

1879- 1858  J-206a,  Small  Flying  Eagle  with  regular  reverse  die,  UNLISTED  STRIKE  IN  NICKEL, 
Wire  Edge,  PROOF.  UNIQUE!  Easily  now  worth  well  into  four-figures. 

1880- 1858  J-207,  similar  type  struck  in  copper,  thick  planchet,  Glittering  Bluish  Olive  WIRE 
EDGE  PROOF!  RARITY  8 (only  2 known)!  Surely  this  rarity  now  worth  over  1,250.00. 

1881- 1858  J-207a,  similar  but  UNLISTED  THIN  PLANCHET,  Glittering  Bluish  Brown  Wire 
Edge  PROOF  but  squeezed  (in  a vice?)  at  top  & bottom.  UNIQUE! 

1882- (1858)  J-216,  Undated  INDIAN  with  oak  wreath  & broad  ornamental  shield,  copper-nickel, 
broad  planchet,  prooflike.  RARITY  8 (2  or  3 known)!  Now  a $1,500  item;  possibly 
closer  to  2,000.00. 

1883- 1866  UNLISTED  J-455a,  similar  to  J-455  but  about  Half  the  Thickness,  copper, Uncirculated 
brown  but  weak  struck  “N”  in  CENT  due  to  very  thin  planchet.  Acquired  1969  when 
valued  $500;  the  “explosion”  in  pattern  values  the  past  year  leads  us  to  now  expect 
upwards  of  2,500.00. 

1884- 1869  J-670,  Regular  dies  trial  strike  in  nickel,  PROOF.  RARITY  8 (only  2 or  3 known)! 
Now  worth  over  $1,250;  perhaps  closer  to  1,500.00. 

1885- 1881  J-1664,  Indian,  struck  in  nickel  on  very  thin  planchet,  uncirculated  RARITY  8! 
Another  four-figures  item.

1886-1944  CENT  Struck  on  1943  STEEL  PLANCHET;  it  now  has  a porous  surface.  It  also 
has  the  weakness  in  striking  of  second  4 & part  of  “O”  (ONE)  characteristic  of  the  few 
genuine  specimens  known.  A Certificate  of  GENITNENESS  from  Walter  Breen  going  into 
great  detail  accompanies  this  GREAT  RARITY!  We  have  seen  estimates  of  $1,000  to  $5,000 
but  in  the  absence  of  any  sales  records,  it  is  difflcutl  to  know  what  it  will  bring.  W'e  are 
inclined  to  lean  more  to  the  $5,000  figure  than  to  the  $1,000  one.
